only $2,369,554. The estimated valu­ 
ation was an increase of $59,791,928 
over 1909, while the real figures tak­ 
en from the rolls show an actual in­ 
crease of $72,833,432.

Guthrle, Ok., Dec, I.—-Judge Rich 
ardson of the Criminal Court of Ap­ 
peals handed down an opinion in the 
case of Tom Tilley, frcm Okfuskee 
county, which is of general interest 
over the state. Tilley was arrested 
on a charg 
of selling intoxicating 
liquors on an unverified information 
by the County Attorney, wrhich, how*- 
ever, charged him with the offense. 
At tho trial in the lowrer court the 
defendant raised no objection to th 
form of the information, nor did he 
file a motion to 
quash, 
either 
of 
'which would have been good, but he 
afterward asked for a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus. The court held that 
while the law required that infor­ 
mations in 
misdemeanor 
cases 
be 
verified, yet that if the defendant saw 
fit to waive the point it was his priv­ 
ilege, and he had exercised it. As to 
informations the court says: 
‘ An unverified information and one 
verified only on information and be­ 
lief are equally defective.” 
The court also explains that while* 
an information 
in 
a 
misdemeanor 
case must be verified, yet verification 
is unnecessary In a felony case. The 
court also refused to grant the pe 
titioner relief by habeas corpus, hold- 
ing that 
where a petitioner is im­ 
prisoned under a conviction for crime 
unless the judgment 
is void 
and 
not merely viodable, relief can not 
be had by habeas corpus. The writ 
of habeas corpus is not intended for 
correction of errors or mere irreg­ 
ularities, and can not be substituted 
for an appeal or writ of error.”

City of Mexico, Dec. L—At the in­ 
auguration ceremonies attending tho 
eighth succession of President Diaz, 
hi id he** today, the American Am­ 
bassador, Henry L. Wilson, acting as 
dean of Lie diplomatic corps, pre­ 
sented 
the congratulations of 
the 
various representatives of the for­ 
eign governments, including the Unlt- 
< d States. 
This 
afternoon 
Gen. 
Diaz 
and 
Senor Corral received delegations of 
business men and foreign residents. 
Tonight there were band concerts, 
free theatrical performances and the j 
distribution 
of 
food 
and 
blankets 
among the poorer classes. 
The usual ^auguration display was 
absent today. The president and Vice 
President were driven from the Na­ 
tional Palace to the chamber and 
back to the Palace through double 
lines of soldiers, and escorted by 
the presidential staff and guard. As 
the party returned to the Palace a 
salute was fired by a batt ry of ar­ 
tillery.
